If a commander violated his 
instructions as charged in the case of 
the Arabic, it follows he will be pun- 
ished, and such reparation as ia pos- 
sible will be made to the United 
States for the American lives lost. 

WILSON WANTS MORE. 

There is no question that the con- 
ceasions made by the German govern- 
ment are of far greater magnitude 
than the administration had expected.

The older fortifi- 
cations were erected about one mile 
east of Brest-Litovesk and had a cir- 
cumference of four miles, , 

The field works were kept up to 
date and everything possible had 
been done by Russia, it was said, to 
make them unconquerable. . Brest- 
Litovek was generally regarded in 
Russia as the most powerful individ- 
ual stronghold in the empire. 

The capitulation of Brest-Litovek 
means, in the opinion of military ob- 
servers, that the Russians will be 
forced to abandon their second defense 
line which extended from Brest-Li- 
tovsk northward to the Baltic base 
of Riga. 

The third Russian line of defense 
upon which the defenders of Brest- 
Litovsk, Warsaw, Ivangorod, Novo- 
georgievsk and Grodno are compelled 
to retreat, runs through the middle of 
the country, known as White Russia. 
The line begins on the north at Riga 
on the Baltic and follows the Dvina 
River to Duenaburg. then turns south 
and follows the raflroad, through VII- 
na, Lida, Baranovichi. The line then 
runs through tractless swamps of 
Pinsk and the Pripet River to Dovno, 
which lies 120 miles northeast of the 
Galician capital, Lemberg. 

OFFICIAL STATEMENT.

FRANCE TAKES MEASURES TO 
INCREASE GOVERNMENT 
RECEIPTS.

PARIS, Aug. 26.—-The Minister of 
Finance, Alexander Ribot, introduced 


in the Chamber of Deputies today a 


bill providing for a comprehensive re- 
form in the liquor trade. The meas- 
ure contemplates suppression of privi- 
leges enjoyed By private individuals 
who are now permitted to distil 
brandy from their own fruits, and for 
an increase in the tax on alcohol from 
12 france ($2.40) to 25 francs a Fal- 
lon. To this is added a tax on con- 
sumption of 5 francs a gallon on ap- 
petizers and liquors. 

Memoranda attached to the bill 
Contain an estimate that if consump- 
tion of the articles affected should 
decrease by one-half the government 
would nevertheless receive increased 
revenue to the amount of 10,000,000 
franca. 

It is also proposd that the state 
create a monopoly in the manufacture 
of industrial alcohol and endeavor to 
find an additional outlet for the prod- 
uct among consumers of fuel, such as 
owners of automobiles.

The Russians have not entered yet 
the vast Bieloviezh forest. which ex- 
tends thirty miles north and south and 
has a width of from seventeen to thirty 
miles. The forest is a famous hunt- 
ing center. South of it are the Pripet 
marshes, which’ protect the Russian 
left, and with plenty of roads and 
three or four railroad lines, it is said 
here that Grand Duke Nicholas will 
make good his retirement. if Grodno 
and Vilna can hold out long enough. 
Even if they should fall military ob- 
servers say the Grand Duke would be 
well on his way to his new positions 
— the Germans could reach his 

nk. 

Air craft again have broken the 
monotony of the western warfare. 
Sixty-two French aeroplanes flew over 
the Dellingenen tron works near 
Saarelouse, Rhenish Prussia, dropping 
150 bombs, while a Britieh aviator is 
reported successfully to have dropped 
a bomb on and destroyed a German 
submarine off Ostend. The German 
report says that four of the French 
machines in the attack near 
louse were brought down. one of 
Them, however, nd the 
French lines. 

SINKING OF SUBMARINE. 

The Admiralty report of sinking the 
German submarine significantly stated 
that it has not been the practice of 
the Admiralty to publish accounts re- 
garding the losses of German subma- 
rines, “Important though they may 
have been,” in cases where the Ger- 
mans had no other source of infor- 
mation as to the time and place at 
which these losses occurred. It has 
been reported for months that a large 
number of German submarines, vari- 
lously stated at from twenty to forty, 
have been caught by the British navy, 
but today’s statement is the only of- 
ficial admission that there had been 
destroyed others than those previous- 
ly announced by the Admiralty. 

The Italians claim further minor 
successes on all their front, but these 
are. confidently denied by Austria. Of 
the operations on the Gallipoli Penin- 
sula, which are now so important to 
the cause of the allies, there is no 
further news. 

ALLIES NEAR SUCCESS. 

Wounded men who have arrived at 
Alexandria tell of how nearly the al- 
lies came to gaining a great success 
in one of their attacks. An Australian 
officer declared that if the allied forces 
had had two more hours of darkness 
they could have covered 600 yards of 
ground which separated them from 
the Sari Bahr Hill, generally known 
as hill No. $71. Once this hill was in 
the allies’ hands, the officer declared. 
thee Turkish communications would 
have been cut, and it was for the pos- 
session of this hill that the Deminion 
troops fought so hravely. 

Except for the postponement of the 
statement of the Greek Premier, M. 
Venizelos, on the future policy of 
Greece, there is nothing new in the 
Balkan situation. 


ERMANS LOSE 
A SUBMARINE, 


BRITISH AIRCRAFT SENDS SHIP 
TO BOTTOM WITH BOMB, 


Feat is Reported as Having been 
Performed by Commander Bigs- 
worth, Single-handed, off Ostend 
in Full View of the Teutons on 
Shore.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—A German 
submarine has been destroyed near 
Ostend, Belgium, by a bomb dropped 
by an aeroplane. Official announce- 
ment to this effect was made here 
this evening. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“The Secretary of the Admiralty 
announces that Squadron Commander 
Arthur W. Bigsworth, R. N., de- 
stroyed, single-handed, a German 
submarine this morning by bombe 
dropped from an aeroplane. The 
submarine was observed to be com- 
pletely wrecked and sank off Ostend. 

“It % not the practice of the Ad- 
miralty to publish statements regard- 
ing the losses of Ger subma- 
rines, important though they bawve 
been, in cases where the enemy has 
no other source of information as to 
the time and place at which these 

occurred. 

“In the case referred to above,

STAMP TAX WARNING. 


Prosecutions will Follow Failure to 
Comply with Law Regulating the 
Delivery of Parcels. 

The failure of business houses to 
affix a revenue stamp on packages 


delivered by expressmen is likely to 
cause trouble if the law which pro- 


vides that all parcels and packages 
for local or suburban delivery 
subject to a stamp tax of 1 cent to 
cover each shipment is not fully com- 
plied with. These stamps must be 
affixed to the receipt. When a com- 
Pany or corporation contracts with 
one expressman for a specified ter- 
ritory no tax is imposed. The penalty 
for violation of the law is $50 or six 
months’ imprisonment, or both, in the 
Stecentign of the court, for each of- 
ense.

Hears Chicago Expert.

One of a man's greatest assets is 


his memory of boyhood, and if a 
man forgets that he was once a 
“kid” his usefulness as a citizen has 
been seriously impaired. Such are 
the views of Courtenay Barber of 
Chicago as expressed yesterday after- 
noon at the convention of the Broth- 
erhood of St. Andrew. 

Mr. Barber's manly personality 
and marked business success make 
him appeal strongly to boys, and he 


has specialized to some extent in work 
for them. Mr. Barber holds the rec- 
ord for having sold more insurance 
last year than any other man in the 


world. “The Boy Problem” was his 


subject. 
DON'T FORGET. 


“Tf a man is to have any part in 
solving the so-called ‘boy problem’ 


he must be able to remember that 
he was once a boy,” Mr. Barber de- 
clared. “The unfortunate man wo 
has lost the faculty of going back 


to boyhood in fancy is minus a val- 
unble asset. A large part of the 


usefulness of a man is gone when he 


forgets that he was ever a lad. 
“T rather like to be called ‘old 
boy.” especially by my best friends, 


and men have a pleasing habit of call- 
Ing boys ‘young men.’ So this after- 


noon I want to talk to the ‘old boys’ 


about the ‘young men.” My purpose 
is to prove to you that there is no 


such thing as a ‘boy problem.’ 

“The so-called ‘boy problem’ is a 
man's problem. The boy is no prob- 
lem to himeelf. He is very uncon- 
scious about himself. We, ourselves, 
make a needless problem out of the 
boy. If we understood the boy and 
knew how to treat him he would not 
be a problem. 

“I wish that we could keep the pur- 
pose of this convention in our minds 
at all times. Our work is tao rea 
the kingdom among men and bu’ 
Any subject that does not relate to 
this question is out of place in this 
convention. 

“This gathering will not be suc- 
cessful unless a large number of del- 
egates return home with definite 
ideas of how to deal with the prob- 
lems of boys and men. We should 
keep before us a vision of the king- 
dom which we are trying to build up 
in the Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 
There is a vast difference between 
being able to see a vision and being 
visionary. To be visionary is a prob- 
lem in itself, but we must be able to 
get the vision of our work before 
we can accomplish it. 

“Tt is well sometimes to test our 
religion. If you were asked to put 
in simple understandable language 
just what you believe to be the 
Christian conception of life, I wonder 
if you would be able to do it without 
a great deal of thought. 

“There are two conceptions of life. 
One, that of a goblet that is to be 
emptied, and the other of a goblet 
that is to be filled. Men complain 
when they are asked to put some- 
thing into the goblet of life, but most 
of us are willing to take something 
out of the goblet of life. 

“A man cannot interest boys un- 
leas he first the conception that 
life is a measure to be filled. 
not fancy that a boy, in some mys- 
terious way. can become a Chris- 
tlan any more than he can become 
educated by some mysterious way. 
The boy's life is a measure to be 
filled and it is our duty and privi- 
lege to help him fill it property.
